Wau Bun, which was formerly 
known as Northfield, and which the 
North Shore line recently announc­ 
ed would continue to the name, is 
now officially established since the 
election, as a village two miles 
square. 
The north boundary is on 
a line extended, from Tower road 
or North avenue; the east bound­ 
ary is near Hibbard road;

south boundary is W innetka aven­ 
ue and the west boundary Kotz 
Cxoad.

The recent disastrous floods that 
broke almost every levee along the 
Illinois and many of those along 
the other rivers cf the State have 
brought a return of the ‘old days’ 
when the duck hunter was com­ 
pelled to hunt as well as shoot. 
Novv with deep w ater covering 
most cf the ‘feed pens’ the ducks, 
and they are thick, are scattering 
out over all the flooded cornfields. 
The best shooting reported so far 
is in these cornfields or millet or 
buckwheat fields. A dozen wooden 
decoys, a couple of live hen caller, 
and one drake are alL that the 
hunter needs to get some real 
shooting. 
Permission to shoot must first 
be obtained from the owner or 
tenant of the land. 
Then fix a 
blind of cornstalks so th at the boat 
may be rowed in or out of it. Don’t 
make the blind too heavy or too 
largo. 
Put the wooden decoys in Lit 
open w ater about twenty yards 
from the blind with one live he 1 rel 
at either end of the bunch of 
blocks. 
Tie the drake near the 
blind where he can hear but not 
see the hens. 
Decoys should 
always be set 
somewhat up-wind from the b!inu, 
but so located that incoming duck- 
will not fly directly over the blind. 
Almost invariable ducks will decoy 
against the wind and this method 
of placing the decoys will bring yj 
the birds directly in front of the 
hunter ju st before they light upon 1 ad'Hpma 
the water. 
Sportsmen from all sections of 
the state are enthusiastically ad­ 
vocating a plan by which the state 
will buy up large areas of this land 
and make game and fish refuges 
and public shooting and fishing 
grounds.
